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The  conduct  of  the  Housekeeper  and  other  officials  has  on 
the  whole  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  Charlotte  Clarke  was  most  praiseworthy 
in  rescuing  a  patient  who  had  jumped  into  the  Arboretum 
Lake. 

Dr.  Stiff  who  has  now  been  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum 
upwards  of  17  years  continues  to  give  the  greatest  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  the  Committee. 

In  my  report  as  Chairman  for  the  last  year  I  stated  that 
“  The  Committee  of  Visitors,  at  a  Special  Meeting  held  on 
“the  7th  December  1871,  agreed  (subject  to  the  approval  of 
“  the  Secretary  of  State)  to  dissolve  the  existing  union 
“  between  the  County  and  Borough  as  from  the  31st  Decern- 
“  her,  1871,  upon  the  terms  that  the  County  should  purchase 
“  the  interest  of  the  Borough  in  the  entire  property  of  the 
<£  Union,  and  pay  the  amount  by  the  following  instalments, 
“  bearing  interest  at  5  per  cent,  from  the  time  when  they 
“  become  due,  viz.  :  £5000  on  the  30th  June  1872 ;  £5000 
“  on  the  31st  December,  1872 ;  and  the  Balance  on  the  30th 
“  June  1873V 

On  the  8th  January  1872  the  following  letter  was  received 
by  Bichard  Enfield,  Esq.,  Solicitor  to  the  Committee  of 
Visitors—

Sir-- - 

I  am  directed  by  Mr.  Secretary  Bruce  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  ultimo,  transmitting  a  copy

of  resolutions  adopted  at  a  Special  General  Meeting  of 
Visitors  of  the  United  Lunatic  Asylum  Nottingham,  for  the 
dissolution  of  the  Union  between  the  County  and  Borough 
of  Nottingham  for  Lunatic  purposes  ;  and  I  am  to  inform 
you  that  Mr.  Bruce  after  communication  with  the  Lunacy 
Commissioners,  is  of  opinion  that  the  proposed  dissolution  can 
only  properly  be  made  on  the  condition  of  the  County  re¬ 
moving  to  another  site,  and  the  City  Authorities  retaining 
the  existing  Buildings  and  premises.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  letter  that  the  Com¬ 
missioners  are  favourable  to  a  dissolution  of  the  Union  on 
condition  of  the  County  removing  to  another  site,  and  the 
City  Authorities  retaining  the  existing  Buildings  and 
premises. 

The  Town  Council  of  Nottingham  has  since  passed  a  reso¬ 
lution  that  such  dissolution  is  inexpedient  at  present.  No 
further  negotiations  have  taken  place  since  the  veto  of  the 
Secretary  of  State ;  in  the  meantime  the  number  of  patients 
has  gradually  increased,  and  the  want  of  space  is  beginning 
to  be  felt.  It  becomes  therefore  the  duty  of  the  Committee 
to  consider  whether  they  will  accept  the  Commissioners5 
recommendation  for  the  Borough  to  purchase  the  interest  of 
the  County,  and  the  County  to  remove  farther  away  ;  or 
whether  each  party  shall  remove  from  the  present  site  and 
establish  a  separate  and  independent  Asylum  under  its  own 
control  and  management ;  or  whether  the  present  partnership 
arrangements  be  continued  by  the  building  a  larger  Asylum 
in  a  different  situation.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, — 

The  present  report  of  the  state  and  management  of  the 
Nottingham  County  and  Borough  Lunatic  Asylum,  com¬ 
prising  the  details  of  the  admissions,  recoveries,  removals, 
and  deaths  thereat  for  the  year  1872,  is  the  seventeenth  of 
the  existing  union,  and  the  sixty-second  of  the  original 
establishment. 

The  patients  (8  men  and  2  women)  from  the  borough  of 
Newark  are  included  in  the  statistics,  hut  this  municipality 
has  no  share  in  the  real  estate  and  chattels  of  the  Asylum. 

The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  the  year  ;

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The  total  number  of  Lunatics  remaining  at  the  close  of 
the  year  is  379,  that  is  172  men  and  207  women.  As  the 
Asylum  is  estimated  to  accommodate  400  persons,  or  186 
men  and  214  women,  it  follows  that  room  is  left  for  14  men 
and  7  women  only.  There  is  an  increase  of  6  patients  over 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  Their  chargeahility 
is  as  follows  : — To  the  county  of  Nottingham,  245  ;  to  the 
borough  of  Nottingham,  123  ;  Newark  borough,  10 ;  out 
county,  1  ;  total,  379.  The  augmentation  of  numbers  is 
wholly  on  the  part  of  the  borough  of  Nottingham  which  has 
ten  more  on  the  list  than  at  the  last  return,  whilst  the  county 
of  Nottingham  and  borough  of  Newark  have  two  patients 
fewer  each.  It  may  he  noted  as  an  exceptional,  though 
doubtless  temporary  circumstance  that  the  borough  of 
Newark  has  only  2  female  lunatics,  whereas  the  borough  of 
Nottingham  has  77.  This  is  the  first  occasion  that  the 
borough  of  Nottingham,  compared  with  the  county,  has  at¬ 
tained  its  relative  share  of  one  third  of  the  inmates  under 
the  partnership  ;  hut  it  is  still  far  from  that  proportion  in 
in  the  census  of  the  general  population. 

It  was  remarked  last  year,  and  is  corroborated  by  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  present,  that  the  facilities  for  obtaining  orders, 
the  existence  of  an  active  staff,  and  ready  access  to  the  Asy¬ 
lum  tends  to  encourage  the  transfer  of  patients  from  the 
borough. 

In  some  instances,  cases  have  been  brought  hither  in  the 
last  stage  of  bodily  illness,  whose  removal  would  not  have 
been  effected  on  account  of  the  risk,  had  they  lived  at  a  re¬ 
moter  distance. 

The  admissions  altogether  were  116  in  number,  and  the 
bodily  condition  of  the  patients  deserves  particular  notice. 
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The  practice  of  sending  in  patients  to  be  nursed  during  their 
last  illness  is  greatly  on  the  increase.  Of  21  persons  who 
were  admitted  and  died  during  the  year,  1 8  were  noted  on 
their  reception  as  being  aged,  paralytic,  or  subject  to 
bodily  ailments  likely  to  prove  fatal.  One  man  brought  in, 
in  a  moribund  state,  required  restoratives  before  he  could  be 
removed  to  the  ward.  He  survived  only  till  the  next  day. 

Under  the  head  of  causes  of  insanity  in  the  new  cases  the 
most  noteworthy  is  that  of  intemperance ;  there  being 
eighteen  cases  due  to  this  habit  alone,  and  eight  to  it,  com¬ 
bined  with  other  antecedents. 

There  was  no  epidemic  among  the  patients,  but  the  humi¬ 
dity  of  the  season  has  been  unfavourable  for  out-door  em¬ 
ployment  and  recreation,  and  may  possibly  have  lowered 
their  general  health. 

Owing  to  precautions  taken,  namely  re-vaccination  and 
limitation  of  visiting,  no  case  of  small  pox  occurred  among 
the  patients ;  and  the  expense  of  erecting  a  detached  infec¬ 
tious  ward  with  employment  of  a  separate  staff  was  thus 
avoided. 

One  nurse  caught  the  infection  outside  and  was  removed  to 
the  small  pox  ward  of  the  Greneral  Hospital  where  she  suc¬ 
cumbed  to  the  disease.  She  had  been  vaccinated  a  week 
previous  to  the  eruption,  but  as  the  stage  of  incubation  of 
the  pestilence  is  from  ten  to  sixteen  days,  the  operation 
proved  ineffectual,  and  confirms  the  oft -repeated  experience 
that  it  is  too  late  to  perform  vaccination  when  the  poison  of 
small  pox  is  circulating  in  the  blood.  Two  other  persons 
died  in  the  service  of  the  Institution  ;  one,  a  nurse  who  had 
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been  employed  upwards  of  twenty  years,  the  other  an  atten¬ 
dant  who  had  been  three  years  in  his  place.  Their  loss  was 
much  regretted. 

Thirty-five  patients  were  discharged  recovered ;  upon 
their  return  to  their  several  occupations  15  of  them  were  sup¬ 
plied  with  gratuities,  suitable  to  their  wants,  from  the  chari¬ 
table  fund. 

The  proportion  of  recoveries  amounted  to  thirty  per  cent, 
on  the  admissions. 

The  following  were  the  most  important  casualties  of  the 
year  :  one  woman  in  a  paroxysm  of  mania  was  delivered  of 
a  hoy ;  both  subsequently  were  sent  home  well.  Another 
female  patient  experienced  a  fracture  of  the  hones  of  the 
fore-arm,  twice  in  the  same  place,  during  the  occurrence  of 
epileptic  fits.  A  third  inflicted  on  herself  a  dangerous  lacer¬ 
ated  wound  of  the  fore-arm  whilst  breaking  a  window.  One 
man  committed  suicide,  and  one  escaped.  Seven  persons 
were  removed  on  the  application  of  friends  who  were  willing 
to  take  charge  of  them  at  home. 

The  death  rate  amongst  the  women  was  about  the  average, 
or  9.5,  on  the  total  number  under  treatment  ;  whilst  that  of 
the  men  was  18.5,  or  nearly  double  the  former.  This  diffe¬ 
rence  was  mainly  due  to  a  larger  proportion  of  men  being 
received  in  a  had  state  of  bodily  health*  fifteen  out  of  the 
eighteen  cases  already  referred  to  being  males.  Twenty-one 
of  the  gross  number  who  died  were  between  the'  ages  of  sixty 
and  eighty-four  years. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  old  age,  with  complica¬ 
tions  ;  general  paralysis,  and  consumption. 
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The  dietary  has  been  improved  by  the  substitution  of  a 
dinner  of  Australian  meat  with  vegetables,  for  that  of  pease 
soup. 

The  failure  of  the  potato  crop  in  the  garden,  the  enhanced 
price  of  several  articles  of  consumption,  and  the  addition  of 
ten  per  cent,  to  the  wages  of  the  attendants  and  nurses,  have 
been  more  than  compensated  for  by  a  reduction  in  the  furni¬ 
ture,  utensil,  and  bedding  accounts,  and  by  extra  profit  on 
the  pig  account.  The  weekly  cost  has  been  in  consequence 
only  8s.  lOd.  per  head  per  week,  instead  of  9s.  Id.,  the  former 
cost.  After  payment  of  the  accounts  the  balance  at  the  bank 
amounts  to  £922  10s.  5d.  against  £438  19s.  3d.,  at  the  last 
annual  audit.  A  portion  of  this  surplus  is  derived  from  the 
extra  payments  made  by  non-contributors  and  out-county 
unions,  and  also  from  the  profit  on  the  maintenance  account, 
the  cost  having  fallen  below  the  charge. 

The  officers  who  assist  in  the  management  have  without 
exception  afforded  willing  and  efficient  aid  in  their  several 
departments  ;  and  the  attendants  and  nurses,  41  in  number, 
have  conducted  themselves  satisfactorily. 

In  conclusion  the  Superintendent  takes  this  opportunity  of 
returning  his  cordial  acknowledgments  to  the  Chairman  and 
to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  for  their  continued  confidence 
and  support,

The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  high,  and  especially  in  the 
male  division,  hut  there  has  been  no  epidemic  disorder,  and 
with  two  exceptions  all  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes, 
many  of  the  patients  being  advanced  in  age. 

The  exceptions  referred  to,  and  in  which  only  were  Coro¬ 
ner’s  Inquests  held,  were,  1st.  That  of  a  male  patient  who 
died  of  fractured  ribs,  the  injuries  having  been  sustained  in 
the  Asylum ;  this  case  formed  the  subject  of  correspondence 
between  our  board  and  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  as  well  as 
the  Superintendent.  2nd.  That  of  a  male  patient  who 
hanged  himself  in  a  dormitory  ;  the  particulars  were  at  the 
time  communicated  to  our  Board  :  the  man  was  known  to 
have  been,  at  one  time,  very  suicidal,  and  to  have  made 
attempts  upon  his  life,  but  being  an  epileptic,  he  had  become 
more  imbecile  in  mind  and  it  was  thought  that  the  suicidal 
.propensity  had  left  him,  accordingly  the  attendants,  in  whose 
charge  he  was  at  the  time  of  the  suicide,  were  not  informed 
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that  the  propensity  had  ever  existed.  We  think  it  of  the 
highest  importance  that  the  attendants  in  charge  should, 
on  the  admission  of  a  patient  he  supplied  with  written  infor¬ 
mation  to  he  retained  hy  them,  as  to  his  peculiarities  and 
propensities,  and  that  such  written  information  should  accom¬ 
pany  the  patient  to  any  ward  in  which  he  may  subsequently  he 
placed  whilst  in  the  Asylum. 

In  visiting  the  patients  we  found  them  generally  free  from 
much  excitement,  the  women  were  however  more  orderly  and 
their  personal  appearance  was  more  satisfactory  than  that  of 
the  men  ;  their  clothing  also  was  better  and  more  tidy.  No 
patient  was  in  seclusion.  From  the  Statutory  records  we 
learnt  that  such  treatment  had  been  applied  since  our 
colleagues  visit  to  7  men  upon  21  occasions,  and  to  16 
women  upon  106  occasions.  There  is  no  entry  of  resort  to 
mechanical  restraint. 

The  patients’  dinner  was  served  in  some  of  the  Wards 
through  which  we  passed,  it  consisted  of  meat,  potato  pie, 
with  beer  and  we  tasted  it ;  the  food  was  of  good  quality  and 
the  rations  were  sufficient ;  complaints  were  however  made  to 
us  by  some  patients  of  those  dinners  (3  in  each  week)  when 
meat  is  not  given  ;  at  two  of  those  dinners  pudding  is  substi¬ 
tuted  for  meat,  the  third  consists  of  pea  soup. — There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  Dietary  here,  as  regards  animal  food,  is  on 
a  lower  scale  than  in  most  County  and  Borough  Asylums, 
and  the  expediency  of  its  revision  is  a  matter  which  we 
recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  of 
Visitors. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  on  Sunday  last  comprised 
only  76  men  and  77  women,  the  Chapel  though  small,  can 

we  are  informed  accommodate  a  larger  number. 
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The  latest  Ward  Returns  shew  that  11  men  are  employed 
in  the  garden  and  grounds,  4  in  the  kitchen  and  offices  and 
13  in  trades  and  at  the  shops — that,  of  the  women  35  work 
at  their  needles — 6  in  the  kitchen  and  29  in  the  laundry  ; 
also  that  53  of  the  former  and  22  of  the  latter  assist  as  Ward 
cleaners — Upon  this,  we  observe  that  the  number  of  men 
employed  out  of  doors  is  small  beyond  all  precedent  in 
other  County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

We  recommend  that  a  record  be  kept  of  the  number  of 
individual  patients  of  both  sexes  who  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
walks  beyond  the  premises,  and  the  number  of  occasions,  as 
we  have  again  had  some  complaints  upon  the  infrequency  of 
such  walks. 


The  associated  amusements  still  only  take  place  monthly  ; 
more  frequent  recourse  to  this  aid  in  treatment  is  checked  by 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  Recreation  Hall  here,  the  Laundry 
Ironing  Room  being  alone  available  for  such  Entertainments. 

The  Staff  of  attendants  consists,  in  the  Male  Division  of  1 1 
day  and  one  night  attendants  ;  in  the  Female,  of  12  day  and 
1  night  nurses. — The  wages  have  we  are  glad  to  learn,  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  10  per  cent.  ;  the  men  receive 
yearly  from  £27  10s.  Od.  to  £38  10s.  Od.  ;  the  women  from 
£14  6s.  Od.  to  £22.  No  increase  has  been  made  in  the 
number  of  the  Staff,  which,  on  the  male  side  averages  one 
attendant  to  fifteen  patients,  on  the  female,  one  or  there¬ 
abouts  to  seventeen.  We  think  one  additional  attendant  at 
least  to  be  necessary  in  each  division,  to  act  as  Supernumerary 
dining  emergencies,  and  in  the  temporary  absence  of  others. 
W e  also  again  recommend  tire  appointment  of  a  Chief  Atten¬ 
dant  to  the  Male  Division — This  office  is  of  great  importance,

as  tending  to  insure  constant  and  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties  by  the  ordinary  attendants,  as  well  as  promoting  more 
extended  employment  of  the  patients.  We  know  of  no 
Asylum  of  this  size  and  character  where  such  an  appointment 
is  not  filled,  and  the  presence  here  of  two  medical  gentlemen 
does  not  in  the  least  degree  diminish  the  necessity  for  such 
an  officer. 

We  found  the  Wards  throughout  clean,  and  well  venti¬ 
lated,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  generally  in  good  order. 
The  recommendations  made  at  the  last  visit  as  to  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  more  means  of  personal  washing  in  No.  7  female 
dormitory,  the  introduction  generally  of  under  blankets,  and 
the  placing  an  attendant  to  sleep  in  a  room  overlooking  No. 
1  female  dormitory,  have  all  received  attention — The  sug¬ 
gested  removal,  which  we  think  very  desirable,  of  the  beds 
from  the  corridor  of  the  male  Infirmary,  has  not,  however, 
yet  taken  place. 

The  water  supply  is  ample,  and  each  patient  is  said  to 
have  a  clean  bath.  We  recommend,  as  to  the  three  baths  on 
the  upper  floor  of  the  women’s  side  of  the  old  building,  that 
the  handles  of  the  hot  water  taps  now  accessible  to  patients, 
be  rendered  moveable  and  kept  in  charge  of  attendants,  and 
that  bathing  rules  be  hung  up  in  the  two  rooms  where  they 
are  now  absent. 

In  present  circumstances,  notwithstanding  the  structural 
defects  of  this  Asylum,  we  abstain  from  making  any  sugges¬ 
tion  for  its  improvement  which  would  involve  any  material 
pecuniary  outlay. 
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We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and 
registers — The  patients  last  entered  as  under  Medical  Treat¬ 
ment  are  11  in  the  male  and  15  in  the  female  division. 

The  Case  Books  are  very  fully  entered  up  by  Dr.  Smith, 
the  assistant  medical  officer,  hut  we  have  requested  that  the 
date  he  always  added  to  the  entry  purporting  to  refer  to  the 
personal  examination  of  the  patient  on  the  day  of  admission. 
We  have  also  directed  Dr.  Stiff’s  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
his  setting  forth,  more  fully  than  has  hitherto  been  his  practice, 
in  the  statutory  “  statement”  to  the  Commissioners,  the 
bodily  condition  of  the  patients  admitted,  as  regards  bruises 
and  marks  of  injury  found  upon  their  persons. 

The  vacant  accommodation  for  patients,  estimating  the 
Asylum  as  capable  of  containing  186  men  and  214  women 
total  400,  is  at  present  18  beds  for  males  and  14  for  females. 
According  to  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  past,  viz.,  11  a  year, 
this  will  suffice  only  for  3  years,  and  the  question  of  the  future 
provision  for  the  insane  of  the  County  and  Borough  is, 
therefore,  one  that  continues  to  call  for  the  serious  attention 
of  the  Visitors.  At  present,  as  we  are  informed,  all  action 
in  the  matter  is  suspended.
